We  hare  read  Mr,  Loomis*  pamphlet  at* 
tent  Wei  y,  ard  fuel  obliged  to  mj  that  its 
evident  vindictiveness  detracts  greatly 
from  the  force  of  Ita  atatmenU,  The 
writer  it  lo  intent  on  Tenting  hie  spleen 
agmiuit  Mr,  Pratt  that  he  faiU  to  win  our 
sympathy  for  hla  efforts  or  our  unquestion¬ 
ing  confidence  in  hto  averments.  He 
seems  to  labor  more  to  relieve  himself 
from  some  fervid  heart- burnings  which  he 
cannot  extinguish,  than  to  present  the 
simple  truth  for  his  readers  to  content 
plate. 

Perhaps  we  ought  to  say  here  that  per¬ 
sonally  we  have  no  partisan  feelings  in  the 
argument.  Our  sympathies  are  not  involv¬ 
ed  with  cither  contestant.  Our  position  is 
untrammelled  and  independent.

CHURCH  MT  gfC. 

The  first  church  music  printed  in  New 
England  is  said  to  have  been  printed  in 
1009,  which  in  1098  was  followed  by  a 
collection  of  thirteen  tunes  This  is  the 
earliest  collection  that  has  been  preserved. 
The  first  organ  In  the  country  ww a  built  in 
King's  Chapel,  in  1713,  and  was  a  very 
simple,  unpretentious  instrument,  though 
at  that  time  supposed  to  be  the  next  thing 
to  a  brass  band,  ft  was  allowed  to  remain 
boxed  up  some  six  or  seven  months,  but 
when  erected  created  a  great  sensation.  It 
it  said  that  a  good  sister  classed  it  is  M  A 
pretty  box  of  whistles,  but  an  awful  way 
to  spend  the  Babhath.” 

The  practice  of  lining,  or  as  it  was  then 
termed  u  deaconing  41  out  tbs  hymns  was 
discontinued  about  the  time  of  the  Revo¬ 
lution,  On  one  occasion  a  sturdy  deacon, 
who  did  not  propose  to  be  bluffed,  continu¬ 
ed  to  line  while  the  choir  sang.  He  was 
compelled  to  desist,  however,  and  left  the 
sanctuary  in  tears,  for  which  act  he  was 
afterwards  severely  crasared  by  his  church. 
A  shrewder  brother  turned  the  faugh  on 
the  choir  once  by  waiting  until  they  had 
finished;  then,  lining  the  hymn,  he  aaid  ; 
M  The  world's  people  have  sting,  now  1h 
the  Lord's  people  sing."  The  organ  wm 
preceded  bj  the  bass  viol  and  other 
stringed  instruments,  which  were  them 
fisives  preceded  by  the  tuning  fork,  *U  11 
used  in  many  country  churches.  The 
timing  fork  supplanted  the  useful  bat 
rather  shrill  pitch  pipe. 

As  might  be  supposed  the  bass  viol  was 
at  first  regarded  by  many  as  the  sounding 
board  of  the  infernal  regions.  After  Ita 
introduction  %  chorister  took  the  lines  :

If  you  will  take  a  Third  or  Fourth  ave¬ 
nue  car  at  Park  Row  and  ride  up  the 
Bowery  you  will  find  lust  above  Grand 
street  su  unpretentious  building  bearing 
the  name  of  **  Carmel  Chapel  n  over  !u 
door  Your  correspondent  has  often  no¬ 
ticed  the  place  whin  riding  up  town,  and 
was  the  other  day  Umptaa  to  cuter  and 
Inquire  of  the  fnisaionary  in  charge  as  to 
its  work  and  suoceas.  we  Introduced  our¬ 
selves  to  the  missionary,  Rev.  Ilf.  Dm>iy, 
who  told  u*  many  Interesting  anecdotes 
connected  with  his  ministrations.  Where 
Carmel  Chapel  now  standi,  two  years  ngo 
was  one  of  the  worst  gambling  houses  In 
tbe  City  of  New  York,  and  it  &  fit  present 
surrounded  on  all  aides  by  just  such  places. 
To  convert  sinners,  the  society  has  found¬ 
ed  this  chapel  (tbe  City  Mission  and  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association),  have 
gone  right  into  a  hot  bed  of  sin.  There  is 
no  better  place  than  the  Bowery  for  such  a 
Mission,  for  the  lowest  classes  of  men  tud 
women  are  continually  passing  Its  door 
Strange  as  it  may  seem,  tnts  the  only  place 
uf  th«  kind  for  men  in  New  York.  There 
are  dozens  of  Homes  and  Lodging  House* 
tor  women,  but  until  this  Chapel  was  open¬ 
ed  in  1079,  the  men  were  left  out  In  the 
cold.  The  men  who  come  under  tbe  pro¬ 
tection  of  Carmel  Chepel,  compose  a  targe 
part  of  the  floating  population  of  this  part 
of  the  city,  laborers  out  of  Work  i  country 
men  who  come  to  town  to  seek  their  for¬ 
tune,  but  generally  loose  it;  boatmen  sod 
in  fact  all  those  who  have  been  dragged 
down  to  tbe  bottom  of  the  ladder  by  drink 
or  misfortune.  Carmel  Chapel  not  only 
provides  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  men, 
but  takes  care  of  their  bodily  wants  a*  well. 
Unfortunates  are  here  lodged  and  fed  until 
they  can  communicate  with  their  friend*; 
if  in  want  of  work,  there  is  an  employment 
Bureau  in  the  building  which  keeps  track 
oi  those  wonting  help,  and  supplies  them 
from  their  applicants  Last  week,  for  ex 
ample,  they  found  pi  tees  for  npwards  oi 
one  hundred  and  aeventy-two  men.  The 
men  at  the  Mission  are  changing  all  the 
timi\  and  over  one  thousand  are  provided 
for  every  month.  Occasionally;  the  f*cr  of 
a  professional  beat"  is  sees  uaoug  the 
no  in  her,  bat  such  are  readily  recognised  »>y 
the  officers  in  charge.  There  is  a  comfort - 
sbiy  lurnished  library  and  reading-room 
connected  with  the  establishment,  where 
pen,  ink  and  paper  are  furnished  to  those 
who  have  letters  to  write. 

We  were  particularly  struck  with  the 
face  of  a  boy  about  eighteen  or  twenty 
yeara  old — ft  was  so  open  and  honest,  and
